To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Ketton  Rural  District  Council. 
Gentlemen , 

i nave  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report 
and  that  of  the  S’arveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector  for  the 
year  1952. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  been  very  satis- 
factory. The  birth  rate  is  higher  and  the  death  rate  lower 
than  the  corresponding  figures  for  the  remainder  of  the 
Country,  One  child  only  died  under  the  o-gc  of  1 year, 
there  wore  no  still  births  and  no  deaths  from  maternal 
causes.  In  common  with  many  areas  measles  was  prevalent 
during  the  autumn  and  early  winter  - no  cases  required 
hospital  treatment. 

The  district  has  now  a piped  water  supply  for 
all  the  main  villages,  Ho  work  has  been  possible  on  any 
main  sewerage  schemes,  V/ith  the  increased  building  in 
Ryhall  sewage  disposal  is  becoming  a major  problem, 

24  Council  houses  have  been  completed  during  the 
year  and  a farther  36  V7crc  under  construction  at  the  end 
of  the  yoB.Va

MOVEABLE  DVifELLINGS. 

No  licences  for  moveable  dwellings  were  issued  during  the  year, 
WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  water  scheme  for  tho  northern  group  of  Parishes  reached 
virtual  completion  during  the  year  with  tho  laying  of  the  communicating 
pipes  though  not  all  house  connections  wore  completo  by  the  end  of  the 
year.  The  response  hes  boon  so  good  that  is  has  only  been  necessary 
to  issue  two  notices  under  tho  Vfatcr  Act  to  require  the  supply  to  be 
taken.  In  ma,ny  cases  the  installation  of  sinks  has  had  to  be  doforrod 
ponding  the  commencomont  of  the  sewerage  scheme  and  although  approval 
in  prinoiplc  has  now  boon  rocoived  its  implementation  is  an  urgent 
nocossity.  No  further  progress  was  made  in  connection  with  Ciipsham 
by  the  end  of  the  year.  A small  extension  of  StEunfora  Waterworks 
mains  in  tho  PEirish  of  Tinwcll  to  servo  8 houses  on  tho  new  building 
estate  was  made  during  tho  year. 

Chlorination  plant  was  installed  at  thr-  RylirAll  Dump-housc  ai^  the 
regular  sampling  of  both  Ut,  tton  and  R^-hall  sue  plies  has  been  maintained 
and  the  samples  classified  bac toriologioally  as  under: -

SCAVEIJGIIJG . 


The  house  refuse  and  night  soil  collection  service  was  con- 
tinued hy  direct  labour  through t the  year  and  a now  night  soil 
tiailer  was  brought  into  service.  Unfortunately  the  service  was 
somewhat  hampered  by  labour  shortage  during  the  latter  months  of 
the  year,  there  being  considerable  delay  in  securing  a suitable 
replacement  for  one  of  the  loaders.  This  resulted  in  some  ir- 
regularity of  service  with  its  consequential  complaints  and 
another  difficulty  was  in  securing  suitable  night  soil  tins  with 
reasonably  hard  road  approaches.  Considerable  loss  of  time  with 
the  vehicle  bogged  dovi/n  occurred  during  the  bad  weather  but  the 
labour  troubles  have  now  been  overcome  and  the  service  is  once 
more  functioning  normally.
